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An EnglUhma.n'8 Pilgrimage to Mecca. 

It will bo recollected ihut Captain Hurton, 
the well-known traveller, published a low 
years ayo an account of Ins adventures in 
the holy places of llie Mahometans, in 
Arabia. The feat has been repeated by uti- 
oilier of his countrymen, with regard to a 
portion of that almost terra incognita. 

An Englishman who has just accomplished 
tho pilgrimage to Mecca, writes an account 
of his experiences to the London Tivies, II a 
says : 

Having resolved to perform the Mecca 
pilgrimage, I spent a low months at Cairo, 
and on tho 23rd of May embarked in a 
small steamer at Suez, with the mahmil, or 
litter and its military escort, conveying the 
kiswalt, or covering of the leubah. On the 
'ijiti the men at tho wheel informed us that 
we were about lo pass the village of Itabikh, 
on tho Arabian doast, and the lime had con- 
sequently arrived for changing our Usual 
habiliments of the Mam', or pilgrim cos- 
tume of two towels, and for taking the 
various interdictory vows involved in its 
assumption, such as not to tie knots in any 
portion ci I our dress ; not to oil the body, and 
In cut our nails or hair, nor to improve the 
lints of the latter with the coppery red of 
henna. Transgression of this and other 
ceremonial enactments is expatiated either 
by animal sacrifice, or gifts of fruit or 
cereals to the poor. 

After a complete ablution and assuming 
the Hiram, we performed two prayer llec 
tions, and recited llie meritorious eonlcnces 
beginning with the words, " Lubbaik Allah 
huma lubbaik! " Here I am, O (_!od, here I 
am ! Here I am, O Unassociiltoil One, hero 
I am, for unto Thee belong praise, grace, and 
empire, O Unassociated One ! " 

This prayer was repeated so often, people 
not nn frequently rushing up to their friends 
and shrieking the sacred sentence in their 
ears, that at last it became a signal for mer- 
riment, rather than an indication ol piety. 

IX MECCA. 

Alter a journey ol twenty hours across the 
desert, we passed the barriers which mark the 
outermost limits of the sacred city, and, as- 
cending some giant steps, pitched our tents on 
a plain, or rather a plateau, surrounded by 
barren rocks, some of which, distant but a 
few yards, mask Irani view the birthplace ol 
the prophet. It was midnight, a lew drops of 
rain were falling, aud lightning played around 
us. Day after day wo had watched its bright- 
ness from the sea, and many a faithful hadji 
had pointed out to his companions those fires 
which were Heaven's witness to the sanctity 
of the spot. 

" Al hamdu Lilluhl" Thanks be to (iod ! 
we were now at length to gaze upon the Kib- 
lah, to which every Mussulman has turned in 
prayer since the days of Mohammed, mid 
which lor long ages before the birth of Chris- 
tianity was reverenced by tho patriachs i>! the 
Kast. Soon alter dawn arose from our midst 
the shout of •' Labba/k.' Labbaik!" and pas- 
sing between the rocks, we found ourselves in 
the main street of Mecca, and approached the 
'• gateway of salvation," one of the thirty-nine 
portals of the Temple of Al-Haram. 
the uor.v mriLuiNo. 

On crossing the threshold we entered a 
vast unroofed quadrangle, a mighty amplifi- 
cation of the Palais Royal, having on each 
of its four sides a broad col nade, divided 
into three aisles by a multitude of slender 
columns, and rising 'o the height of about 
thirty feet. Surmounting each arch of the 
colonade is a small dome — in all there are 
one hundred and twenty, ami at different 
points arise seven minarets, dating from 
various epochs, and of somewhat varying 
altitudes nnd architecture. The numerous 
pigeons which have thei home within the 
Temple have been believed never to alight 
upon any portion of its roof, thus miracu- 
lously testifying to the holiness of the buildr 
ing. This marvel having, however, of late 
years been suspended, many discern another 
omen of ibc long predicted period when un- 
believers shall desecrate the hallowed soil. 

In the centre of the square area rises the 
far famed Kabah, tho funeral shade of which 
contrasts vividly with tho sunlit walls ami 
precipices of ihe town. It is a cubical 
structure d£ massive stone, the upper two- 
thirds of which are mantled by a black cloth, 
embroidered with silver, and the lower por- 
tion hung with white linen. At a distance 
of several yards it is surrounded by a balus- 
trade provided with lamps, which are light- 
ed in the evening, and the place thus en- 
closed is Ihe circuit around along which 
day and night crowd of pilgrims performing 
the circular ceieinony of Tawaf, realize the 
idea of perpetual motion. We at once ad- 
Taneed to the li luck Stone, imbedded in an 
angle of ihe Kabah, kUsed it, and Bxelaim- 
o.l, "Bisinillah wa AUahu Akbar"— -ill God's 
mime, aud Uod is greatest. Then wo com- 
menced the usual seven rounds, three at u 
walking paoe, ami four at a brisk trot. Next 
followed two prayer flections at the tomb of 
Abraham, after which we drank of the water 
of Za'mzam, said to be the same which 
quenched the thirst of Hagar's exhausted 
son. 

THE MOUNTAIN OF AWl'AT. 

After a few days spent in visiting; various 
places of interest, such as the slave market 
and lorts, and the houses of the Prophets and 
the Caliphs AH and Abnbakr, we started on 
our six hours' journey to Ihe mountain of 
Arifat, an hour's sojourn at which even in a 
statu of insensibility, confers tho rank of haji, 
Jl is a mountain spur of about one hundred 
nnd fifty lout in height, presenting an artificial 
appearance from the wall encircling it and the 
terrace on its slope, from which the linaum 
delivers a sermon bolorc the departure of his 
congregation for Mecca. His auditors were 
indeed numerous, their tents being scattered 
over two or three miles of country. A great 
number of their inmates were fellow subjects 
ol ouis from India. I surprised some ol my 
Mecca friends by informing them that Queen 
Victoria numbers nearly twenty millioua ol 
^(oljarflijitclaus among her subjects; 

THH s'Nl'lim'ltlSE NOT I'KHIbOUS. 

In [lonniug the3e lines I am anxious to 



encourage other Englishmen, especially 
those from India, to perform the pilgrimage 
without being deterred by exaggerated re- 
ports concerning the perils of ihe ontorprioo. 
It must, however, be understood that it is 
absolutely indispensable lb bo a Mussulman 
(at least externally), and to have an Arabic 
name. Neither the Koran nor the Sultan 
enjoins the killing of intrusive Jews or 
Christians, nevertheless, two years ago, an 
incognito Jew, who refused to repeat the 
creed, was crucified by the Mecca populace, 
and in Ihe event of a pilgrim again declaring 
himself to bo an unbeliever, the authorities 
would be almost powerless to protect his 
life. 

Gardens in the Tall, 

Farmers who raise kitchen vegetables, 
and who keep a regula; gardner, are apt in 
neglect their grounds towards the end of 
summer and early in autumn, and allow 
weeds to ripen their seeds. Nothing re- 
duces the current expenses of a family, for 
the outlay, more than a good kitchen garden ; 
but the c mpl int with many is the labor of 
keeping it clean — tho constant fight with 
weeds, weeds. Some have adopted tho 
opinion that a quarter-acre garden will grow 
more weeds than ten acres of farm land, 
and there is ground lor the belief, us some 
are managed. A few weeds, allowed lo 
perfect seeds, will produce an abundant 
crop next year, and thus, year after year, 
ihe earth becomes filled with them, lili the 
soil of a garden consists of three main in- 
gredients, namely : a soil naturally ; a large 
amount of manure, artificially ; and an im- 
mense supply of foul seeds, spontaneously. 

Is it i) ol practicable to clear out, entirely 
and totally, the Inst of Ihe three? Are 
weeds a necessity ? If a garden contains a 
hundred thousand of them, and ninety-nine 
thousand are killed by ihe hoe, why not the 
remaining thousand ? If nine bundled and 
ninety of Ibis thousand, why not llie remain- 
ing leu ! The soil uf a garden may be com- 
pletely purified « ■ f weeds and their seeds, 
greatly reducing the labor of keeping it in 
order, and laigely contributing lo a fine 
g'riivtli of the crops. It is easier to keep a 
garden perfectly clean, than lo be engaged 
in a constant warfare with the weeds. The 
labor is lar less. The reason that il is not 
dune, is the want of care and attention. 
Nearly all farmers are satisfied il a garden 
is nearly clean. This is Ihe origin of nearly 
all tho trouble, namely, leaving a few 
weeds to seed the whole ground. The 
reined v, begin now — eradicate everything — 
nnd then in three days go over again, and 
eradicate anything that may have shown its 
head, and so continue the examination every 
week, weeds or no weeds. One morning 
every week should be set apart for this speci- 
al purpose. Unless something ol this kind is 
adopted, the tiling will certainly be neglected. 
And after they arc out, continue the process 
to keep them out. It is easier lo spend a half 
hour in a morning otice a week in this way, 
and have good crops, than to spend three days 
in each week fighting the intrudeis, and as "a 
consequence getting bad crops. 

Everything in the shape of rubbish, such as 
early potato tops, cucumber vines, refuse 
radishes, spring mulching, etc., should be 
buried on the spot, leaving a clean neat sur- 
aee. When an assistant digs a mess of po- 
tatoes, cause him to bury the to; s at the time. 
They will decay and enrich the land.

Victoria and Esquimalt Railway. 

Whatever may bo said of the Government 
of Vancouver [eland and ila efforts to con- 
tribute to tho advancement of tlio Colony, no 
one can dispute the intelligence and energy 
which distinguishes our business men. To 
them wo owe whatever positiun wo have at- 
tained. The adventurous spirit which lias 
brought thorn out to this coast, is bound to 
be exerted to place Victoria in the van of 
the cities on tho Pacific Coast. Though our 
origin is hut recent, yot our progress has not 
been small,considering the obstacles we have 
had to contend with. If anything were, 
wanting to give proof of it, the project on 
foot of constructing a railway between Esqui- 
mau and this city would suffice, It may 
not be generally known that for sorno t'tino a 
number of gendomen in this locality have 
been organizing a company for the purpose 
of carrying out this important undertaking. 
A reconnaissance of the ground through 
which it is proposed to carry tho lino has 
been made, and an estimate formed of its 
probuble cost. By taking iho Surveyor Gen- 
eral's map of Victoria and Bsquimnll Dis- 
tricts, a very good idea may be form- 
el of the course of iho proposed line 
From tho terminus, which will likely be some 
where in the neighborhood of the head ol 
Government street, tit the North boundary of 
the City, tiic road will be carried along the 
north side of the Arm through the property 
of Mr. Finlayson, then through part of the 
Work Estato into Mr. Woods', passing 
through that into another portion of the 
Work Estato, thoncc through Dr. Tolmie's 
property iuto the land belonging to Mr. 
Yates, where it crosses over the Arm of the 
Harbor into the Paget Sound Company's 
land and iuto Skinner's farm, and then by Con 
stance Cove skirting the shore of Esqutinait 
harbor into the Town of Esquimalt above 
the wharves. The whole distance is esti 
mated at about three and a -half miles. The 
whole course is most beautifully adapted for 
a road — the chief difficulty to be encountered 
being only some blasting at Esquimalt. Mr. 
Cochrane, the engineer of the company, to 
whom we are indebted for the above particu - 
lars, estimates tho probable cost of building 
the line including the rolling stock at £30,000. 
The proposed capital of the company is set 
down at £50,000 in ;"000 shares of £10 
each. 

It will thus be seen that the cost when we 
come to compare it with that of many other 
railways, will be very moderate. The exceed- 
sng shortness of the line, requiring but one 
bridge and no heavy excavation, except for 
the mere purpose of filling up, the small 
quantity of locomotive stock, and hut two or 
three buildings required for depots, will of 
course account for the smallness of capital re- 
quired. The gentlemen spoken of as directors 
it is needless for us to say are men of means 
and standing in our community, men likely to 
carry through with determination whatever 
they undertake. Among them wc find Messrs. 
Yates, Shepherd, Buruaby, McDonald, the 
Mayor, Mr. Cocker the member from Esqui- 
malt, Mr. McTavish, and the Engineer, Mr. 
Cochrane. We arc glad to perceive that the 
importance of the scheme, both as regards 
its effect upon the commercial progress of 
Esquimalt and Victoria, and when viewed in 
the light of a paying transaction to tho stock- 
holders, is so generally perceived by those in- 
terested iu it, either commercially or as prop- 
erty holders. So much so, indeed, is this case, 
that Home of the gentlemen through whose 
land the road will pass, have, in a spirit of 
commendable liberality, offered the track site- 
gratis. 

Viewed from a commercial stand-point as 
to tho advantages it must confer upon our 
two harbors, its importance cannot bo over- 
rated. A few facts will serve to convince 
us of this. That Victoria is the leading city, 
and must be the leading city of the North 
Pacific Coast, admits of no denial. Time 
was when Esquimalt dreamed of attaining 
to that enviable position, but that day is 
gone by, and sho need hope for little but 
what sho may become in connection with 
Victoria. Wo are and must bo the central 
commercial depot. Every vessel bound 
hither that can enter our harbor will do so. 
Vessels drawing deep water will, of course, 
be compelled to go lo Esquimalt, and 6cnd 
thoir enrgoes and passengers here eilher by 
lightors or by land. Now, to effect that 
transfer with the greatest rapidity and safety 
and tho least expense, is the problem sought 
to be solved by the construction of Ihe pro- 
posed railway. When wc glance at the 
vast increase that has this year taken place 
in our direct trade with England, and which 
must continue to increase, and that Ihe ves- 
sels employed in that trade will generally bo 
of a heavy draught, allowing them to enter 
only Esquimalt harbor, we immediately 
perceive the necessity of oilier than water 
communication between the ports, holh for 
passengers and goods. If the traffic in cities 
has necessitated in many instances the use 
of street railways, surely wo might in tho 
same manner safely connect the business 
parts of out town with our deep water har- 
bor. Besides the local convenience it would 
be to porsons living along tho line, it would 
have, no doubt, the effect of causing Ihe 
growth of Ihe two towns towards each other, 
and ultimately unite them into one whole. 
As a pnying transaction to those engaged in 
the undertaking, judging from what wo have 
seen elsewhere, we have not the slightest 
fear of its success. 

Tho cost of keeping the road iu running 
older after it is once completed must be very- 
small, while ihe traffic cannot but bo con- 
tinually incroasing with the extremely rapid 
growth orour Irade. I5.it this project is not lo 
bo viewed only in the light of a paying trans- 
action or a great local convenience, ft is 
the commencement, we hope, of the era of 
railroads in this country. It is ihe first step 
in the west towards connecting the British 
Colonics of the Pacific with thoso of the At- 
lantic. Our first lino may bo u a'uon one. 
but it nitty bo Ihe starting point for a more 
exteuded one lo the north and east. The 
central point of the Victoria and Ksquimalt 



railway will no doubt bo Ihe place oT junc- 
tion for a lino to Nanrtimo, and thence up 
Ihe coast to Johnstone Straits, and across lo 
the mainland near liuto Inlet. Erotn thenco 
up tho country lo Alexandria the road would 
present no difficulties that could not easily 
be surmounted. Wo perceive that Mr. 
Nicoll, of Nanaimo; has sent a communica- 
tion to the Governor, asking, on behalf of 
some English company, if tho government 
were prepared to grant certain privileges to- 
wards the construction of another railway 
from Victoria lo Esquimalt, but as two lines 
of road over so short a space would be in- 
compatible with each others' interest, and as 
iho Victoria and Esquimalt Railway Com- 
pany hnve been first on the ground, one 
would think that Iho oilier company might 
much better engage in the construction of 
Iho lino to Nariaimo, which will no doubt 
before very long be undertaken. The coal 
Irade alone would soon keep the road going. 
A groat saving in time and risk might thus ho 
effected in favor of ve?t>als coming lo this 
port with goods, as they could thus take a 
relurn cargo of coal from this place, and 
avoid the trip lo Nanaimo. 



City Printiso.— The Chronicle people were 
certainly very hard up yesterday for something 
to w rite about, when they used up a column of 
its valuable^) space in discussing the City 
Printing. Its readers no doubt were very 
highly edified with an abundance of person- 
ality and trash ; whilst the reul question, 
whether tho City Printing was let at the lowest 
rate, was left entirely untouched. We enter- 
tain too high a respect for the rending public 
to follow the silly remarks of the Chronicle; 
in fact, good taste forbids a discussion in which 
we might be forced to illustrate our argument 
by reference to certain printed tnatler in which 
the editor of ihe Chronicle expressed views 
some time ago quite the reverse of which he 
held yesterday. We can afford to waive per- 
sonality, and address our remarks to the real 
issue, and very briefly too. We have said 
thai Uic job work under the present contract 
was given out at one hundred per cent, higher 
than we were doing transient jobs for. We 
nsk the Chronicle to deny that if it can ; and 
not multiply words without sense. Till it 
does so, and demonstrates our assertion to be 
erroneous, wc shall affirm and reaffirm our 
statement. In the meantime let us speak to 
facts. We have before us a piece of work 
headed " Cily Ordinances and By-laws." 
According to the contract proposed lo bo 
given to the Press oflieo — not the Chronicle 
tiflicc — this piece of work costs the city — tho 
tax-payers — $30 80. Now iho price at 
which such transient jobs are daily done in 
the Colonist office is Sl0--jusi $120 SO less ! 
Such being facts, we consider that wo are 
justified in laying tho matter before tho 
public, let the Council pursue whatever 
course it may. If that body thinks that il 
can justify it.-elf before its constituents by 
making them pay S3G 80 instead of 810, it 
wil no doubt attempt to do so — the Chron- 
icle's " smiles or frowns" to ihe contrary 
notwithstanding. We have hut ono more 
error— unintentional of course — of our co- 
temporary to correct. It says; ''Will he 
please inform his renders and the general 
public how it happens that though tho Gov- 
ernment have been giving thousands of 
dollars worth of printing to u certain estab- 
lichment by private arrangement by which 
doubtless Iho party received one hundred 
per cent, more than tho same wck could 
hnve been done elsewhere, etc , not one 
word of complaint hits been uttered." In 
reply to this let us slate that there is no 
private arrangement existing between the 
Government and this office. But to illus- 
trato briefly how tho Government gives out 
the priming by tender let us further stale, 
that no later than Monday the Colonial 
Treasurer wanted some printing done and 
look in tenders from tho Chronicle office as 
well as from this office, and on Wednesday 
awarded the Coi.oNiST the work because ft 
was done cheaper than " elsewhere." Our 
cotcmporary consequently, in speaking of 
"private arrangement" nol only misre- 
presenls the Government, but slates what it 
had excellent reasons to know was incor- 
rect. We ask nothing but fair competition 
in doing Ihe public printing, and if any one 
can do tho work cheaper and heller than the 
Colonist office, we say let them have it.

Police Court. 

Thursday* Nov. 20. 
R. R. Tcmplcton appeared on remain] to 
answer the euorgo ot beating with undue 
Mivuritv one of his pupils. 

.Mr. Parle was proceeding lo state that the 
boy's father had accepted all offer of compro- 
mise, when the prosecutor asked, " What 
oiler?" 

Mr. Park .answered — " The offer ol pay- 
ment of the doctor's fee and oilier costs." 

Prosecutor — " Yes, you otlered it ; but 
have not given me the money." 

Mr. Pembcrton said the matter should have 
been settled belorc the parties came into 
court, and directed them to arrange the mat- 
ter (if they could) outside. 

Alter the next case had been disposed of, 
Mr. Park announced the affair compromised. 

Mr. Terapletoii informed the Bench that he 
hud a teller from the Rev. E. Oridge, speak- 
ing highly of his character, but had unfortu- 
nately left it behind in the pocket of another 
coat. 

The magistrate paid lie bad seen the creden- 
tials brought by the defendant to the colony, 
and knew that Mr. Cridge thought him a re- 
spectable man ; but the child's person never- 
theless, exhibited marks of undue violence. 
He had also, for a man in the occupation of 
teacher, exhibited by his irregular interrup- 
tions in court, slight knowledge of the world. 
Ele had seen lit to compensate the prosecutor 
for his, loss ol time, and therefore the bench 
considered the exposure and costs sufficient 
punishment. The case was accordingly dis- 
missed. 

A man arrested the previous night by officer 
Durphy, was charged with creating u distur- 
bance in the theatre, and using threats. 

The officer said he saw the prisoner go in 
among a lot of squaws, and make considerable 
noise, lie went to him to order him to desist, 
and the prisoner then threatened him. 

The prisoner said that he was not aware 
that Durphy was u policeman, as hn was not 
in uniform, and that he hnd resented his in- 
terference as an unauthorized person. 

The magistrate inquired of the officer il lie 
were in uniform at the time, or if ho had told 
the prisoner ho was a constable; ami received 
a negative reply. 

.Mr. Pemberton said that the police on duty 
in such a place, should always wear uniform, 
and there would then be no mistakes. Under 
the circumstances, he would give I he prisoner 
the benefit ol the doubt, and dismiss the ease. 

EMPLOYMENT TO [m JtlQRA NTS.— It i" gral- 

ifying at the present moment to be able to 
state that tho Government has be.n enabled 
to provide temporary employment for a largu 
nam' er of the persons who have lately ar- 
rived in the colony. One hundred and sixty 
of tho passengers from England by tho Si- 
listria have, within the last three days, been 
net to work by the Surveyor General. Surne 
of these have been engaged by the Lands 
and Works Department, and others have 
found occupation from the contractors who 
hre making roads for the Government. Mr. 
Pemberton has hitherto had to refuse only 
tvvii applications by the Silistria's passen- 
iieis, and has sent parties applying for work 
in small detatchments to the Cedar Hill, Es- 
quimalt, Metchosin, ami oilier roads. Yes- 
terday twenty-five men were set to work 
grading a portion of the Government build- 
ings Reserve. Tho laborers thus engaged 
by the Government receive SI 2.j pe: work- 
ing day, and where practicable are provided 
with shelter ; and if the amount thus earned 
is small, i: will nevertheless provide for their 
immediate necessities until thty find inure 
profitable openings. The public must, how- 
ever, be aware that the funds at the disposal 
of the Government for public works are lim- 
ited, and every effort, should be made privately 
to give employment to the suitable though 
needy class of immigrants who are arriving in 
the Colony. The low price of labor at the 
present time might he advantageously turned 
to account by property-holders who desire to 
efllct improvements. The passengers by the 
Hilistria are for the most part sturdy laborers, 
who are in most cases totally unprovided with 
means to cairy tiieui through the winter. 
Councillor Lewis 1ms given notice that he 
will move that contracts be entered into by 
tho Corporation for the grading and macada- 
mizing of some of the principal streets of the 
town. II these public movements are only 
seconded by the efforts ol individuals, there 
need be no fear of distress during the coming 
feason. 

Victoria Tiikatrk. — We are happy to per- 
ceive the public appreciate the efforts Mr. 
Bell has been making to provide them with 
good theatrical amusement. His last acquisi- 
tion—the talented young actor Mr. Wnldron 
— was greeted with a crowded house last 
night, on his second appearance in Victoria. 
His faithful rendering of the character of Da- 
mon was received with unbounded satisfac- 
tion, ifc was ably assisted ill the other 
characters by the principal members of the 
troupe. Mrs. Waldron as llermiou, made her 
first appearance belore a Victoria audience, 
and will evidently be a favorite. The Klliio - 
puns came out in capital style and elicited 
roars of laughter. Wo arc glad to sec that 
the ladies are beginning to attend in large 
numbers. This is as it should be. There is 
no reason why gentlemen should have all the 
amusement to themselves. This evening will 
be perfoini 'd (he celebrated play of " Ingo- 
mar ;" the part of [ngomar by Mr. Waldron, 
Messrs. Mortimer and llaveloek as Tinmrch 
and Myron. Purthcnia and Actia will be 
taken by Miss Sweet and Mrs. Waldron. The 
Ethiopian.! will again appear in their comicali- 
ties. 

A Disgrace to iikr Sex. — A poor wretch- 
ed creature named Mrs. Hell, a woman it 
mature years, and who has not lonj ago ee 
cupied a position of respectability and even 
affluence, was arrested yesterday morning for 
being drunk and disorderly in the streets. 
She went into the Island Hotel begging for 
liquor, and although refused there, managed to 
get enough elsewhere to render her perfectly 
helpless, in which state olio lay prostrate on 
the sidewalk near the hotel. While there, 
some graceless scamps not having the fear of 
Justice Pemberton before their eyes, attached 
u placard lo her recumbent form with tho 
words " For Bale cheap for cash," written on 
It. Thi.t roused the ire of a chivalric son of 
Erin, who swore that he would thrash any 
blackguard who would use a while woman in 
such a manner ; in li is wrath, however, he 
accused the wrong man, and a tussle ensued in 
which the champion of the duuie was likely to 
come oil' second best, when the police appear- 
ed uud put an cud to the contest. Meanwhile 
(he wretched woman was tumbled, dead 
drunk into n hand cart, and carried oil to 
il irnncc vile. 

Death ox tub Silistru.— Mrs. O'BHeOj 
one ol the female passengers on the Silistria, 
died yesterday afternoon on board the ship, 
She had been ill for several days, uud being 
too unwell to be removed with safety, was al- 
lowed to remain on the vessel. Bho leaves a 
husband and seven children, the youngest ol 
whom is but nine months old, to mourn her 
loss.

I. That on and after ihe 1st of January, 1RG3, the

V. Tho silver coins of the United States of 
America, denominated half-dollars, quartet dol- 
lars, and dimes, shall pass current and lie a legal 
tender in this colony for fifty cents, twenty-five 
cents, and ten cents, respectively ; Provided al- 
ways that silver coins shall not be a iegul lender 
to the amount nf more than $10 ; and the holder 
of notes or other documents purporting to be 
evidence of debt, of any person or persons or 
body corporate, to the amount of mor< than $10, 
shall not bo bound to receive more than that 
amount in silver coin in payment of such debts or 
other documents as aforesaid, if they arc present- 
ed for payment at one time, although e ich or any 
of such notes or other documents be tor a less 
sum than $10.

The Latest Swindle.— One of the most 
atrocious swindles yet perpetrated in this 
colony has been successlully carried on 
during the last few weeks by a man named 
B. A. Sampson, who arrived in Victoria 
from San Francisoo about the 28lh of Sep- 
tember last, and the victim of his rascality 
is Mr. Chas L. Lowe, who is well known 
among the miners of Caiiboo. It seems 
that after the hitler's return from the mines, 
ho went into the hotel business in partner- 
ship with another person, and they together 
conducted the Pioneer Hotel, known as the 
Canada House, on the upper part of Yates 
street. Sampson was lirst of all a boarder in 
the house, anil finally bought out the partner 
of Mr. Lowe, who had no reason whatever 
to suspect him of being dishonest. Sampson 
left most unexpectedly on the Sierra Ne- 
vada last Wednesday for San Francisco ; 
and alter his departure became known, tho 
following discoveries were made : his vie- 
Utilised paitner found thai he bad bueu 
forging teceipls for accounts, and pocketing 
the money confided to him for the purpose 
of discharging these obligations, for tho Iwo 
weeks preceding his flight; and further, 
that during ihe few days previous, he had 
succeeded in borrowing from the boarders, 
under various pretences, sums amounting in 
tho aggregate to SGO0. The amount of in- 
deblednesss to which Mr. Lowo i» himself 
made liable by thu misappropriation of the 
partnership funds is about 9800. He is 
now left without a dollar and bus a wife and 
iwo children to support, llo has made over 
all thu ell'. cls in his possession to bis cred- 
itors, ami we are happy to slate that with the 
liberal spirit so creditable in new countries, 
lliey will probably allow him lo carry on the 
business, and thus give him a chance to 
recover himself,

CANADA. 

It is stated in English papers that 
Lord Portman, member of tho Legishtivo 
Assembly of Canada, will bo raised lo the 
Peerage, with the title of Earl of Dor- 
set, on the occasion of Iho Prince of 
Wales attaining his majority, It is also 
said that Lord Porltnnn will resign his 
seat in the House of Assembly shortly, 
thus causing a vacancy iu the representation 
of East Middlesex.

The President's Cavalry Escort, and 
How it Happens. — By the way, the gossips 
have not a rare til-bit for their picking iu 
the recent alarm out at the Soldier's Home. 
Some of Lincoln's anxious friends began re- 
monstrating with him about the dangers of 
bis exposed position at bis country residence, 
to which he repaired every night, while 
Stewart was making the cavalry dashes up 

10 within healing of the church bells of 
Washington. It was argued that a dashing 
little party of cavalry might rush in over the 
draw-bridge, pounce down upon the Soldiei's 
Home, seize upon Mr. Lincoln, and make oil' 
before any rcscre could bo attempted. 
Characteristically slow to take alarm, tho 
Presidont paid no utlention to thu idea, but 
Mrs. Lincoln did. Nothing for a lime came 
ul it, save a predisposition to easy alarms. 

The other evening, after the rebels had been 
roaming about pretty freely tor some time in 
Maryland n couple of horsemen slopped at the 
gate at the Soldier's Home, and made some 
careless inquiry of the sentry as to the time 
Mr. Lincoln generally came on'. The sentry's 
suspicion was aroused, and he told the story to 
Mrs. Lincoln — in nil probability letting it 
sull'cr none in tho telling. She at once look 
the alarm. When the Presinent curao home, 
he was fully notified ol the danger, and in 
fbi ■mod that his better hall wouldn't permit 
him to take such risks any longer, Jle is al- 
ways a dutiful spouse, you know, and so the 
wife decided the matter. 

Neither of them ''knew much military," 
hut they (she, I believe Lincoln says,) at 
once decided on a guard, which, though not 
benefitting Iho Presidential rank— ol" which 
Lincoln has great care — should at least be 
effectual. And so the next morning the 
President came driving into town, with a 
soldier with a loaded blunderbuss bundled 
into the carriage with liim, and another 
similarly equipped, mounted on the box be- 
side the driver. In such state bin Excellency 
drove up to General Halleck's headquarters. 

11 is entirely safe to say tho General was 
astounded. That style of retinue, for the 
Commander-in-Chief of Ihe Army and Navy 
was beyond his understanding of the legula- 
tions. A suitable cavalry force was at once 
ordered for the President, and he now pusses 
in and out of town to his country residence 
iu a style more befitting bis position, as well 
as more secure agaiusl possible dangers. 

The Missinu Four Thousand Dollars. 
— On his way down from Caiiboo, Judge 
O'Riley had $4,i 00, partly bis own, partly 
belonging to Government, and partly be- 
longing to others. The dust was lied up in 
a pair of blankets, and carried by one Ed- 
wards, a special constable, who on aniving 
at Williams Luke, threw iho bundle down 
in a corner and, very carelessly, did not look 
near il till tho following duy, when it was 
discovered that one end of the bundio had 
been opened and the gold extracted. Sus- 
picion very naturally attached to Edwards, 
and he was accordingly arrested and held 
lo bail. On Monday two men, who arrived 
on the previous day, wont befoie Judge 
Bre w, and made a statement to the follow- 
ing effect: Information having been given 
at Williams Lake that ihreo Indians had got 
jolly and told ihnttliey bad taken the money 
in question — two of. thorn were arrested, the 
Ihird escaping. On the way down these 
men met Air. Hankill. who informed them 
that he had arrested the runaway Indian 
and recovered a part of the missing gold. 
Although Edwards is of course .'till held to 
await further developments, the turn the 
affair has taken would seem lo indicate his 
innocence. — British Columbian.
